STRAIGHT TALK ON 
WHEAT PROBLEMS 


- The following excerpt is taken 
from the Market News and refers to 
an address given jin the Manitoba 
Legislature by W. Sanford Evans, 
M.L.A. : 

The world crop during this sea- 
son was a small one, but with old crop 
carryovers, the four principal export- 
ing countries, Canada, United States, 
Argentine and Australia, had avail- 
able for export within the current 
crop year something over seven hun- 
red and fifty million bushels (750,000,- 
000). Divided by fifty-two that would 
give fourteen and ahalf million bush- 
els per week available that could have 
been shipped weekly, and yet leave 
on the first of August next moderate 
carry-overs into the coming year. 

During the present season, up to 
date, the importing world has taken 
from all sources qnly twelve and one- 
quarter million bushels per week. 
There were fourteen and a half mil- 
lion bushels available, and a demand 
for only twelve and a quarter mil- 
lion bushels. At the beginning of the 
season that was not so noticeable, 
but as each week had gone on, with 
less taken than was available, the 
remaining surplus proportionately has 
piled up until at the present time 
there is in these four countries a 
surplus remaining for the balance of 
the crop year which will permit of 
eighteen and one-half million bushels 
for export, and the importing world 
is still (taking only twelve jand fa} 
quarter million bushels. ; 

Europe, of course, is the great im- 
porting market,. taking 
like 75 to 80 per cent of all the world 
exports.

other by raising tariffs, by campaigns 
of education, by milling ‘regulations 
and duties, set themselves to devel- 
op as much as possible the agricul- 
tural production in their own country, 
and restrict as much as possible their 
dependence upon supplies for which 
they would have to make payment 
outside. That applied to all the coun- 
tries which do not produce all the 
food stuffs they themselves use. 
;This year the Russian government 
,has bought many millions of dollars 
|worth of agricultural machinery of 
the very latest type, and proposes to 
Dut a large acreage under cultivation 
as a government enterprise, after the 
‘manner of the Bonanza farms in Kan- 
sas and Texas, and expand that acre- 
age as the years go on in order to 
grow grain for export. That develop- 
ment was in the natural course of 
events, and is one of the factors in 
the present situation. 

Europe has taken this year a de- 
fensive position, particularly against 
North America. One of the first de- 
velopments which excited comment 
in Hurope was the meetings called to 
organize an international wheat pool. 
These meetings were called on the 
initiative of some of the leaders of 
lour own Canadian pools. What doc- 
trine was laid down to form the basis 
of an international wheat pool I 
will quote from the official copy of 
the proceedings of the conference held 
at St. Paul in February, 1926. The 
doctrine as stated by one of the lead- 
ers from Canada is given in these 
words: ' 7 ‘

Again, in the course of the same

anywhere from twenty-five, forty, or 
fifty cents a bushel higher than it 
will be sold at, but in order to get 
that price we have got to sell the 
wheat systematically. as the 
sumptive demand develops.’

That doctrine was noted in Europe 
and comments made upon it at the 
time. It was followed by an active 
effort to organize the United States, 
Argentine and Australia with the 
hope of success, among the three 
great English speaking countries. 

No very marked development oc- 
curred along that line until a year 
ago last autumn, when the United 
States government decided to intro- 
uce some legislation, heavily backed 
by public money, to improve the 
prices of agricultural products for 
the farmers of the United States. It 
Was announced on more than one oc- 
casion in the press that the views 
expressed by the representatives of 
the Canadizn Pools who appeared at 
Washington, had not a little influence 
in deciding oth the general idea and 
the issue itself. Just a little over a 
year ago, in the belief that this farm 
relief legislation Would have the effect 
of increasing prices, the market in 
the United States began to rise, and 
during January and February a year 
ago it soared upward and so continued 
into the month of March.

000 to make us pay’ more for such 
agricultural staples as we require 
from them.” 


It was not perhaps generally ob- 
served, but just a year ago Hurope 
began to decrease its takings from 
North America. Burope secured the 
whole of the Argentine surplus, and 
began to look everywhere yelse fin, 
the world for further-supplies. Buro- 
pean countries also further increas- 
ed their tariffs; and countries, which 
had not imposed tariffs put them on. 
Just a few days ago in our paper we 
saw that Sweden, one of the fairly 
important markets; was being  pro- 
tected by a new tariff. Huropean 
countries increased their milling reg- 
ulations, and did everything possible 
to encourage the use of substitutes. 

Europe can, without any very great 
difficulty, put itself into an exceed- 
ingly strong defensive position. That 
continent produces, or has been pro- 
ducing during the past two years, 
something like two billion bushels of 
wheat per year, approximately one- 
half of all the world’s production of 
wheat.

LIQUOR CLEARANCES 
BANNED BY HOUSE 


Ottawa, March 15.—With the cel- 
erity that hardly had been anticipated, 
the government legislation which 
bans the clearance of liquor to any 
“dry” country, went through - the 
house last night without a division. 
Only one member, Mr. Power of Que- 
bec South, spoke against it, but he had 
no opportunity of voting as no vote 
was taken. 

In its principle, the measure had 
the approval of: Hon. R. B. Bénnett, 
leader of the Conservative party, but 
the time taken in bringing it in and 
in implementing the recommendation 
of the royal commiission on customs 
four years ago aroused his most crit- 
ical condemnation. This, and the 
unanimous adoption of the hill in 
principle were the outstanding feat- 
ures of the day’s abbreviated debate 
on the subject. 

The bill constitutes the largest 
item to date of the sessional 
gramme and it is an unusual measure 
of international incidence.

REPORT OF GOVT. . 
_FARM, LACOMBE 
The following is a report of the 


work done at the Experimental Farm, 
Lacombe, as it appears in the report 


of the Minister of Agriculture, for the]. 


year ending March 31, 1929: 

‘With a warm dry spring seeditg 
was completed earlier than usual but 
much of the grain seeded on spring 
ploughing did not germinate until 
rains came in June. After that all 
crops made a_ strong growth but, 
were damaged by frosts in August. 

The Shire stallion ‘“Snelston Top- 
per”—38528—has had an _ excellent 
breeding season, serving seventy 
mares. In addition to the breeding 
work was 
carried on-in the control of joint ill, 
and methods of wintering brood 
mares and idle horses. Beef cattle 
are represented at this Station by a 
splendid herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle and the work centres largely 
around the development and sale of 


bbreeding stock. There is also a fine]: 


dairy herd of Holsteins. Both herds 
have successfully passed the tubercu- 
lin test.. Studies in contagious abor- 
tion aro now being carried on in co- 
operation with the Health of Animals 
Branch. A number of swine feeding 
tests were also conducted and pre- 
liminary work was done towards the 
establishment of a system of Advanc- 
ed Registry for swine. 

Results obtained in the field crops 
investigations indicate that while 
wheat is the most profitabie crop pro- 
duced, better results with respect to 
yields, profit, weed control and soil 
hygiene are obtained if a mixed farm- 
ing rotation is followed. 

Variety and strain tests of cereals 
and forage crops were continued and 
field experiments in the control of 
root rots were initiated. 

The flock of White Wyandottes have 
shown a very satisfactory increase in 
egg production during the past year 
and the birds which reacted to the 
tests of Bacillus Pullorum have been 
disposed of. Some interesting and 
useful experiments were conducted 
and data were recorded on the cost 
of egg production and the cost of 
rearing young chicks. _

‘Lacombe, _ March (15.—Many Hast- 
ern buyers were present in the large 
crowd of buyers that attended the 
sixth annual ‘horse sale. held in La- 
combe on. Wednesday and ‘Thursday. 
Under _gooq. weather conditions, the 
sale Was most successful and brought 
unusually high prices. 

-Over 250 horses passed through the 
ring; and. brought’.an ‘average of 
$78.76. A. ‘Weismer of the Weismer 
Sales Stables, Edmonton, paid a top 
price of $465.00 for a team _ con- 
tributed by H. L. Sweet of Morning- 
side.

REQUEST COMPANIES 
POST BONDS 


BWdmonton, March 15. — With the 
intention of curtailing fly-by-night oil 
promotion schemes, Preiwiier J. E. 
Brownlee in the Legislature Friday, 
got the house to approve of second 
reading to amendments to the Oil and 
Gas Wells Act, which provides that 
when the province takes over its na- 
tural resources, those proposing to 
drill wells must post a bond, either 
with or without sureties of not more 
than $10,000 for tite drilling of one 
well and not more than $50,000 for 
the drilling of more than one well. 

It is hoped to make certain that if 
drilling is promiséd it will be pro- 
ceeded with and if, proceeded with, 
should be finished. + 

Violation of any clause in the Act 
by a corporation is to be punished 
by a fine of not more than $1000 for 
a single offence, and not more than 
$100 a day for a continued offence. 

Where individuals:"contravene' the 
Act, the maximum fine for a single 
offence is $100 and for a continuing 
offence $20 a day.

perior at the Junior Seminary of the 
order of Los Altos, received Wednes- 
day, said that hundreds of thousands 
of Chinese are dead of hunger and 
cold in the province of Shensi. 

“The worst famine section is in 
the Wei river valley in Shensi,” the 
report said. “A. year ago the popu 
lation was six million. Two millions 
died during 1929. Two million more 
are doomed by June. Transporta 
tion facilities are gone. Animals 
have been eaten for food and ve- 
hicles broken up for fuel. When 
farmers stop to feed their animals 
they have to stand guard over the 
food and fight off the mob. 


‘ “Children scramble under horses’ 
feet and fight for morsels that fall 
from the animals’ mouths. The 
people are crowded into small quar- 
ters and typhus has broken out. 
Daily there are reports of a starving 


person frozen to death on the 
streets. 
“There -are thousands of cases 


where the -starving have ended their 
lives to put an end to their suffer- 
ing. Children are abandoned by 
their parents or are found crying - by 
the bodies of their mothers. Many- 
children have been killed by their 
parents to end their suffering.”
